Seven Ex-Judges Available. 
They are seven in number, and three 
of them now serve the State as offi- 
cial referees. These three are Judge 
Albert Haight, Judge Irving G. Vann. 
and Judge John Clinton Gray. The 


other four—Judge Charles Andrews, 
Judge Edgar M. Cullen, Judge Alton 
B. Parker, and Judge Charles H. 
Brown—or as many of them as neces- 
sary, could probably be induced from 
a sense of civic duty to serve when 
absulutely needed. 

At present New York State is con- 
ducting a ‘“ four-ring circus” of in- 
vestigations. The taxpayer is not only 

aying the price of admission, but is 

iring the performers as well. Carried 

te its logical conclusion, the present 
situation would soon demand an in- 
vest'gation to investigate the investi- 
gators. 

if the public were convinced that 
our present investigations are impar- 
tial and thorough, if it were sure that 
a desire to get at the truth is their 
inspiration rather than an unworthy 
hope to secure political capital; there 
might be some excuse for the piling 
of one investigation upon another, At 
present, however, the average citizen 
is convinced that findings are colored 
by politics, and results obscured by 
partisanship. 

I, therefore, call upon the Legisla- 
ture to bring order out of chaos; I re- 
quest it to create a Court of Inquiry 
that will give the public the truth, 
the whole truth, and nothing but the 
truth. Instead of four or more inves- 
tigations, let us have one. Let that 
investigation be so thorough and im- 
—* that no publie offices can 
jeve himself persecuted, and no pri- 
vate citizen consider himself deceived! 

By Chapter 229 of the Laws of 1911, 
Judges of the Court of Appeals re- 
tiring from that court by reason of 
the age limit of seventy years, are 
made official referees of actions in 
which the people of the State of New 
York are a party, by filing their con- 
sent so to serve. This consent has 
already been filed by Judge Irving G. 
Vann, Judge Albert Haight, and 
Judge John Clinton Gray. They are 
paid for their services an annual sal- 
ary of $6,000 each. 

I urge upon the Legislature the ad- 
visabilitv of broadening Chapter 229 
ot the Laws of 1911, and of consti- 
tuting these eminent Judges into a 
Tribunal of Inquiry for the investiga- 
tion of all matters concerning any de- 
partment of the State service, or the 
administration of any law which the 
Governor or the Legislature or the 
taxpayers believe important enough 
for judicial attention.

Public Service Disorganized. 


An investigation is now being car- 
ried on by a Commissioner appointed 
by me under the Moreland act. A 
Senate investigating committee has 
been in existence for some time and 
has beén conducting investigations. 
A third investigation is planned by 
the Assembly. Various grand juries 
throughout the State are making in- 
quiries on precisely the same subjects 
o! investigation, dealing with the 
same evidence, seeking to expose the 
same allegations of graft. These in- 
vestigations have already disturbed 
the orderly administration of some of 
the departments, and have thrown 
the work of the State into confusion 
without reaching the wrong-doings 
aimed at, and without bringing of- 
fenders to justice. A public officer 
cannot discharge his official duties 
satisfactorily when his department 
is being torn and distracted by a con- 
stant succession and a needless dupli- 
cation of investigations covering the 
same ground and repeating the same 
tacts.

‘* Those responsible for this report are 
also authority for the statement that 
money has been provided to furnish a 
salary equal to, or possibly in excess of, 
that which Mr. Taft is now receiving at 
Yale. The greatest embarrassment to 
the carrying out of the scheme is the 
opposition of the Synod of Pennsyl- 
vania, which, by the charter of the col- 
lege, holds a veto power over the election 
all Trustees and members of the 
Faculty. But it is probable that the 
substantial Synod of Pennsylvania will 
consent to placing a full-fledged Uni- 
tarian at the head of its only Presby- 
terian college.’’

That the Assembly was irregularly 
convened and acted illegally in adopt- 
ing the resolution of impeachment. 

That in extraordinary session the 
Assembly nad no jurisdiction to con- 
sider any subject except as recom- 
mended by the Governor. 

That in permitting Justices Frank 
H. Hitchcock, Emory A. Chase, and 
Nathan L. Miller, Supreme Court Jus- 
tices and members of the Court of 
Appeais by designation by the Gov- 
ernor, to git in its deliberations the 
Court of Impeachment was ilieguily 
organized. 

That Robert F. Wagner, temporary 
President of the Senate, and Senators 
Frawley, Ramsperger, Sanner, Brown, 
Thompson, Blauvelt, and others should 
not have been permitted to pass judg- 
ment on Sulzer. The objection to Mr. 
Wagener was that he had a pecuniary 
interest in the proceedings, as upon 
the removal of Sulzer he would become 
Lieutenant Governor with a salary of 
$5,000 a year, instead of $1,500 a year 
as’Senator. The others mentioned, it 
is alleged, openly expressed hostility to 
Mr. Sulzer or served as members of 
the Frawley investigating committee, 
which inquired into the charges made 
against the Governor. 

That, even if the court had been reg- 
ularly convened, the conviction was 
illegal, inasmuch as the acts upon 
which Mr. Sulzer was found guilty 
were not impeachable offenses, having 
occurred previous to his induction 
into office. 

The petition asks that the resolution 
of impeachment, the articles of im- 
peachment and all the proceedings of 
the Court of Impeachment, including 
the conviction and removal of Mr Sul- 
zer, be declared unconstitutional and 
void, and that it be held that Mr. Sulzer 
remains the Governor of the State, and 
is entitled to his salary and emoluments 
attached to that office.

fontaine. A Pennsylvania train east- 
bound left Richmond, Ind., about noon 
to-day, but was unable to get through, 
and was returned to Richmond, where 
it was held for several hours.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 23.—A 
mercury dip to zero weather is expected 
on the heels of the snowstorm that has 
prevailed over Kansas and Western 
Missour! during the last thirty-six hours. 
This prediction was made by the local 
Weather Bureau to-night. To-night more 
than eight inches of snow had fallen in 
Kansas City. From five to eight inches 
of snow covered the State.

MORE SNOW VEXES CITY. 


Drop in Temperature Forces Many 
Homeless to Seek City’s Shelter. 


The snow which began falling at 6:20 
o’clock last night had covered the 
ground to a depth of nearly an inch 
at midnight and was still coming 
down steadily. The forecast of the 
Weather Bureau was that the snowfall 
would cease before morning and would 
be followed by a clear, cold day.

Senators and Representatives who 
have been considering ways and means 
of bringing about the ending of Mexican 
chaos differ as to the proper method to 
pursue.

FRANCE LEAVES IT TO US. 


Benton Case Makes No Change in 
Her Mexican Policy. 


PARIS, Feb. 23.—The French Foreign 
Office has no comment to make on the 
Benton affair in Mexico, nor does the 
French Government appear to be dis- 
posed to offer any suggestions to the 
United States on the subject or to press 
any other policy upon Washington than 
that which is now being followed. 

The Temps, while referring to the ex- 
cellent relations between France and 
the United States, ridicules the Ameri- 
can policy and alludes to the possibility 
of European intervention. 

This is quite in accord with unofficial 
utterances for many months past, but 
careful inquiry establishes that this 
view has no official support. Last Sep- 
tember informal exchanges took place 
between France and Great Britain on 
the question of possible joint represen- 
tations by France, Great Britain, and 


Germany as to whether something 
might not be done by these nations and 
the United States working together for 
the restoration of order in Mexico. 
The prevailing view was that the 
United States would be better left with 
a free hand. The objections to Euro- 
pean action seemed to be, first, that 
such action might offend the United 
States, and, second, that joint military 
intervention would cause enormous ex- 
pense to the European powers taking 
part, without any prospect of reim- 
oursement after order was restored, as 
the economic advantages would prob- 
ably rest with the United States.

The pub- 
lic mind must not be confused by in- 
ginuations that have no basis, by 
fnnuendoes that have no facts be- 
hind them, and whose only purpose is

Provisions of Blauvelt Bill. 


The bill introduced by Senator Blau- 
velt provides for the selection of a tri- 
bunal, first from the list retired 
Court Appeals Judges, now author- 
ized to act as official referees under a 
law passed in 1911, and, secondly, from 
the list of official referees appointed by 
the Appellate Division under Section 115 
of the judiciary law. They are to be 
appointed by the Governor upon rec- 
ommendation by the Court of Appeals. 
No salaries are to be paid, but a per 
diem allowance is provided for in lieu 
of personal expenses wh@never by_reso- 
lution of either House or both Houses | 
of the Legislature, or by proclamation 
by the Governor, they are called into 
service. On such occasions the court 
shall convene at the Capitol, but shall 
have the right to sit subsequently in 
any locality within the State.

ATLANTA, Ga., Feb. 23.—James 
Conley, a negro, the principal witness | 
against Leo M. Frank at the trial 
which resulted in his conviction for the 
murder of Mary Phagan, pleaded not | 
guilty when placed on trial here to- 
day charged with being an accessory to 
the murder. Conley, w sweeper at the 
National Pencil Factory, where Mary 
Phagan was murdered, testified at the 
trial of Frank that he helped dispose of 
the girl’s body after Frank had killed 
her. His attorneys contended that this 
was not an act accessory to the murder. 

Taking of evidence was completed 
early this afternoon, and court ad- 
journed until to-morrow. Aside from 
the Frank trial records no evidence of 
importance was introduced by the State. 
The defense presented only a statement 
by Conley, in which he admitted the 
acts related in his testimony against 
Frank. :

GOETHALS FOR FLAT TOLLS. 


May Urge Repeal Before Commit- 
tee—Argues for Canal Armament. 


Special to The New York. Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—Col. George 
W. Goethals, Chief Engineer of te Pan- 
ama Canal, accompanied by Major Gen. 
Leonard Wood and Brig. Gen. William 
Crozier, Chief of Staff and Chief of 
Ordnance of the Army, respectively, ex- 
plained to the House Committee on 
Appropriations to-day the requirements 
for completing the defenses of the Pan- 
ama Canal. In addition to the $4,800,000 
appropriated for the current fiscal year, 
Col. Goethals urged the appropriation 
of $2,551,850 to complete the comstruc- 
tion of the forts and batteries, $750,000 
for ammunition, and $1,250,000 for quar- 
ters for officers and men. He outlined 
the armament regarded as sufficient to 
protect the canal from attack at elther 
terminal, and said there should be added 
to the present number of guns seven 14- 
inch and ten 6-inch rifles of the latest 
Seacoast defense type, with disappear- 
ing carriages of the latest and best 
type. Besides these guns there must be 
twenty-eight 12-inch mortars. 

While he was at the Capitol Col. 
Goethals met Chairman Adamson of the 
House Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce, and had a talk with 
him in regard to free tolls. He told 
Mr. Adamson that he thought American 
shipping should pay the same rates of 
tclils that were required of all foreign 
vessels passing though the canal, and 
found that he and Mr. Adamson were 
agreed @h this subject. Mr. Adamson 
has been selected to lead the fight in the 
House for the repeal of the free tolls | 
clause of the canal act and he will ask | 
Col. Goethals to appear before his com- 
mittee and give his views.

MISS HOBBS INVESTIGATES.

“It is true a saloon is in operation 
here. It is also true that Cove voted 
‘dry’ at the late county prohibition elec- 
tion. But the county as a whole voted 
‘wet,’ and we are informed that the 
County Judge believed the result in the 
county governed all precincts, includ- 
ing this one, and so did not declare the 
result of the election here. Whether 
the saloon is operated illegally I am 
unable to say, but we will welcome any 
measures the Governor may take to im- 
prove conditions here.” 


FINDS TWO DEAD FROM GAS. 


Husband and Wife Discovered in 
Their Room with Jet Turned On. 


Albert Hulzbrock of 51 Greenwich 
Street smelled gas when he returned to 
his room last night about 11 o'clock, 
and he began to search for what he at 
first supposed was a leaking jet.

No note was left to 
indicate that the man and wife had 
committed suicide, and other tenants in 
the building said that they had been 
contented and happy, apparently. Mr 
and Mrs. Shado had three children, but 
the police had not found any of them 
last night.

Blow a Safe and Set Telephone | 
Bell to Ringing.

The bark Foohng Suey, famous in 
every port in the world as the ship that 
Queen Victoria herself launched a quar- 
ter of a century ago, staggered into New 
York yesterday stripped of spars and 
rigging as a result of a two weeks’ battle 
with terrific winds and head seas off 
the American mainland, 

It was in 1888 when England’s great 
Queen herself touched the releasing gear 
that sent the trim iron bark gliding into 
the waters of the Clyde from the yards 
of her builders in Glasgow. 
Foohng Suey was a British ship, but

The Cheapening of Food, 


“Now, it is the fact that In recent 
years the tariff tax has so operated 
on food as to make it visibly more 
There was a time recently 


supply was scant, and when the tariff 
tax on potatoes was equal to about 60 
per cent. on their price, and necessarily 
ncreased their cost. On the other hand, 
it is the fact now that Argentine beef 
is being shipped to New York free of 
the tariff tax, and this has resulted 
in a decline in the wholesale New York 
market for beef of about 4 eents a 
pound. This reduction when trans- 
mitted to the local New York retailer 
has resulted in a reduction of the price 
of beef locally in that city of about 2 
eents a pound. As beef has gone out- 
side of that city into the country at 
large, the reduction in price has been 
absorbed by the dealers, and has been 
little felt as yet. 

“It is the fact, too, that butter has 
been reduced in price by the large re- 
cent importations of that food, and t 
have known that preserved milk has 
heen offered in this country at lower 
prices than those which have heretofore 
prevailed. Furthermore, the importa- 
tion of Argentine corn has during the 
recent Winter operated at least to pre- 
vent a rise in the price of corn in our 
Atlantic Coast cities, if it has not di- 
rectly reduced the price in those cities. 

“It is a well-known fact that the 
price of woolen cloth from the largest 
makers has been reduced this Winter 
from 15 to 25 per cent. The price lists 
af the American Woolen Company and 
the United States Worsted Company 
and other textile mills show this plain- 
ly. Many things are bought in the 
wholesale trade already more cheaply 
than they were a year ago, particularly 
woolens, beef, and butter. 

“In the face of foreign conditions, 
the total exports of iron and steel man- 
ufactures from this country increased 
in last October over the totals for either 
July, August. or September. The im- 
ports of iron and steel tn October, 1913, 
the first month under the new tariff, 
were 2.575.000 less than they were in 
October of the previous year. The ex- 
ports were $25.180.000. nearly ten times 
greater than the imports. 

‘* November last showed a similar re- 
sult The fmnorts were less than $2,- 
500,000, a smaller sum than tn October 
and less than in the previous Novem- 
ber, while the exports were in excess 
of $20,000,000. December brought the 
total imports up to $2,815.000 for that 
month, as compared with steel and 
iron exports in December in excess of 
$22,500,000. 

“This is not a_ situation to cause 
any one alarm. When we are able in 
one industry, after the duties are low- 
ered, to sell abroad 000,000, as 
against purchasesof less than $8,000,000, 
and purehases which were actuall 
smaller than those made under the

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EX-SENATOR TELLER, 
FREE SILVERITE, DIES 


Served More Than 30 Years in 
Senate as Representative 
of Three Parties. 


MADE FORTUNE AS LAWYER 


Former Secretary of the Interior in 
President Arthur’s Cabinet 
Was 84 Years Old. 


DENVER, Col, Feb. 23.—Henry 
Moore Teller, one of the two first Sena- 
tors elected from Colorado, and for 
more than thirty years a Senator from 
this State, died here early to-day at the 
age of 8&4 years at the home of his 
daughter, Mrs. G. B. Tyler. He had 
been ill for two years. Two weeks ago 
his condition became critical, and late 
last night he sank into unconsciousness. 

At the request of Gov. E. M. Ammons, 
members of the former Senator’s family 
have expressed a willingness for the 
body to lie in state in the rotunda of 
the State Capitol, Wednesday, probably 
from 10 o’clock in the morning until 
1 o'clock in the afternoon. 

Gov. Ammons, in a public statement, 
started a movement to have Colorado 
Statesmen represented in the Hall of 
| Fame at Washington, D. C., by a bust 
of Senator Teller. 


The most famous incident of Senator 
Teller’s career was his break with the 


Republican Party over the free silver 
issue in 1896 and his desertion of the 
Republican National Convention at St. 
Louis in that year, followee by twenty- 
three delegates who sympathized with 
his views. Friends of Senator Teller 
tried to persuade him to run for Presi- 
dent on an independent ticket, but he 
returned to Colorado, where he was re- 
elected to the Senate. 

Senator Teller was born on May 23, 
1830, in this State, at Granger, Alle- 
gany County. He was educated at 
Rushford Academy and Alfred Uni- 
versity, after which he taught school for 
several years, at the some time studying 
law. He was admitted to the bar at 
Binghamton, N. Y. In 1858 he moved to 
illinois, and three years later went by 
ox team to Colorado. His rise to promi- 
nence in this State was rapid. Besides 
| being a lawyer, he gained distinction 
as a militiaman and fighter of outlaws, 
who were numerous in Colorado during 
his first year there. He gained a repu- 
tation for courage in 1864 when he res- 
cued a miner from a mob seeking to 
jlyneh him because, on hearing of the 
assassination of Lincoln, he had said, 
‘‘It was none too soon.”’ In the latter 
part of the sixties he was made Major 
General of the State militia, 

He had made a fortune and bnilt up 
one of the largest law practices {n the 
Vest, when, in 1876, he was selected by 
the Colorado Legislature for the United 
States Senate, the first political office 
he had ever held. 
to enter the Cabinet of President Ar- 
thur as Secretary of the Interior. He 
remained in the Cabinet until 1885, 
when he was re-elected to the Senate, 
where he remained until his retirement 
in 1909. 

During all his public life Senator Tel- 
ler was a sturdy champion of the West. 
His leadership among Republicans in 
advocating free silver gave him wide 
popularity in the four silver-producing 
States of the West, and as early as the 
National Convention in 1892 he threat- 
ened to bolt if the party continued to 
stand for the gold standard. In 1902, 
when the Silver Republicans merged 
with the Democrats, he was elected to 
the Senate as a Democrat. 

Senator Teller was married on June 
7, 1862, to Harriet M. Bruce of Alle- 
gany County, N. Y. Two sons and a 
aughter servive him. Me was a thirty- 
third degree Mason, being the first 
Grand Master of the Colorado jurisdic- 
tion. He was active in his early life in 
the construction of the Colorado Cen- 
tral, a pioneer road through the moun- 
tainous country, and became President 
of that railway.

NEW APPRAISALS RULE. 


It Will Permit | Rehearing in Certain 
Classes of Customs Cases. 


Retrial and reappraisement and re-re- 


appraisement cases is provided for in the 
hew rules of procedure prepared by a 
specialcommittee of the Boardot United 
States General Appraisers, of which 
Judge Charles P. McClelland is Chair- 
‘man. The committee has been at work 
for several weeks in an endeavor to 
bring the present procedure in the trial 
of customs disputes up to date and 
more flexible. 

While a number of changes in the 
rules have been under consideration by 
the committee, the most important fea- 
ture of the revision is that giving 
importers more liberality in  decid- 
ing controversies over values on 
imported merchandise for dutiable 
purposes. Up to the _ present. re- 
appraisements by a single General 
Appraiser, or re-reappraisements by a 
board of three Genera! Appraisers, 
have not been subject to re-hearing. 
In this respect, the reappraisement pro- 
ceedings have differed from issues in- 
volving questions of classification in 
that the board for good cause has re- 
opened such cases after decision, and 
taken under advisement new testimony. 
This has frequently resulted in the rc- 
versal of the former decision with the 
result that the Government or the im- 
porters benefited as the case might be. 

Since the enactment of the Customs 
Administrative act of 1890, the tendency 
has been to throw increasing barriers 
around the appraisal of imported mer- 
chandise, an in certain respects, to 
lim.t litigation over questions of value 
to final determination by the board 
itself, In strictly classificaton cases, 
both the Government and the importers 
have recourse to hearings before the 
United States Court of Customs Ap- 
peals at Washington. Section #8, Para- 
graph M, of the administration sec- 
tion of the Tariff act of 1913, provides 
that decisions as to value of foreign 
market prices by a board of three Gen- 
eral Appraisers ‘is final and con- 
clusive against all parties and shall 
not be subject to review in any manner 
ior any cause in any tribunal or 
court.” 

The special committee charged with 
the revision of the board's rules, is 
said to have been influenced in deciding 
to report a rule providing for re- 
hearing in reappraisement cases, by 
the fact that in certain instances, both 
reappraisements and re-reappraise- 
ments have been made on a concededly 
erroneous basis, due in some cases pos- 
sibly to manifest clerical, or other 
errors, on the part of the importers, or 
to mistakes of members of the tribunal 
themselves.

exists in certain 
question the le- 
gality of the new rule, the indications 
are, it was said, that the regula- 
tion will be adopted by the full board, 
and re-hearings granted oniy when pal- 
pable errors have crept into the pro- 
ceedings of the first instance. In any 
event, a member of the special com- 
mittee said the use of the rule would 
be infrequent and. only applied in the 
discretion of the tribunal, and not as 
aright. 

Whether limited, or 
porters regard the change in the pro- 
cedure with much favor, and see in the 
new regulation some lessening in the 
rigors heretofore attending the fixing 
of dutiable values before the customs 
tribunal.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Distinctions That Are Made in De- 
termining Duties. 


Brass vanity cases do not fall in the 
category of ‘‘ articles of personal adorn- 
ment,’’ according to a decision of the 
Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers. Collector Malone classified 
them under that head and exacted duty 

at the rate of 8 per cent. ad valorem 
under Paragraph 448, Tariff act of 1900. 
A. Steinhardt & Brothers, Incorporated, 
New York, claimed that the cases are 
properly dutiable at 45 per cent. under 
Paragraph 199 as manufactures of 
metal. Judge Sullivan agreed. 

The board decided that band 
and self-feeder machines are not agri- 
cultural implements or machinery with- 
in the meaning of Paragraph 476 of the 
old law, but must stand duty under 
the metal schedule at 45 per cent. ad 
valorem. Under the claim made by A. 
S. Frazer of Buffalo, the importer, the 
duty would have been 15 per cent. in- 
stead of the higher rate assessed by the 
customs authorities. Judge Fischer 
points out in his decision that while 
the machines in controversy are used in 
connection with thrashing machines, 
which latter are provided for in 
graph 476 at 15 per cent., the cutter and 
feeder machines are not thrashing ma- 
chines, and must be excluded from that 
paragraph. 

Marshall Field & Co., Chicago, 
held in a protest relating to the 
fication of union fabrics composed of 
flax and cotton. The Collector returned 
the goods as being in principal value of 
cotton, and exacted duty at 45 per cent. 
ad valorem under the old law, as manu- 
factures of cotton. The - importers 
claimed a rate of 35 per cent. as manu- 
factures in chief value of flax. 
Collector analyzed the goods when they 
were before him, and found cotton to 
predominate. A later test, made by or- 
der of the board, disclosed flax to be 
the component material. 

A controversy between 
ment and J L. Freund & Co New 
York, was settled by the board adverse- 
ly to the importers. Linene fabrics im- 
ported by the firm were returned by 
the Appraiser as weighing more than 
4% ounces per square yard, duty being 
taken under Paragraph 357 of the old 
law at the rate of 50 per cent. ad va- 
lorem. ‘The Importers’ contention was 
that the goods weighed less than 4% 
ounces a square yard, and consequently 
were properly dutiable at only 35 per 
cent. An analysis ordered by the board 
disclosed the weight to be 4.61 ounces a

NEW SUITS AND WRAPS. 


Trade Exhibition of Spring Styles 
by Foreign and American Designers 


Several hundred ladies’ tailors from 


various parts of the country attended 
yesterday an exhibition of Spring styles 
in tailor-made suits and wraps, which 
was held in the showrooms of the Bruner 
Woolen Company, 395 Fourth Avenue.

Saved by Mothers’ Prayers to 
St. Anthony of Padua, They 
Don His Habit in Gratitude. 


INVESTED BY FATHER SOUSA | 


Monastery of St. Francis, in Thomp- 
son Street, the Scene of an 
Impressive Ceremony. 


A few weeks ago Philip Vaccio, aged 
nine, was playing in front of the win- 
dow of his home on West Houston 
Street. The window had been left open 
and in some way little Philip lost ni | 
balance and fell from the third 
to the pavement below. As he fell his 
mother, who had just entered the room, 
clasped her hunds in prayer and mur- 
mured this supplication to St. Anthony, 
who is recognized by Catholics as the 
miracle worker: 

“St. Anthony, save my 
I vow to you that he shi 
habit as long as he lives 

Little Phillip was hardly bruised by his 
fall, and yesterday afternoon, in com- 
pany with eleven other youngsters of 
about the same he was invested 
with the habit of the Third Order of St 
Francis, in whose monastery at 11 
Thompson Street stands the shrine of 
St. Anthony of Padua, the miracle 
worker. St. Anthony was a companion | 
of St. Francis during his lifetime. 

The fathers, mothers, and friends of 
the boys who were about to 
miniature Franciscan n filled the 
pews of the monastery’s public hall, in 
front of which, separated by a railings, 
stood the shrine of St. Anthony. Many 
ot the mothers were crying softly and 
murmuring prayers of gratitude because | 
their children had been saved from 
ness, and in some cases death, and each | 
mother attributed the miracle to her 
prayers and vows to St. Anthony. lt 
was for this reason, according to a lons- | 
established custom, that these twelve 
smail boys were yesterday invested with 
the monkish gard, cut to fit their phy- 
sical requirements. Some of the boys} 
will wear the vestments only during! 
Lent, others will wear them for a year | 
or more, and, as in the case of Philip 
Vaccio, still others will wear them for 
the rest of their lives. 

In the latter instances the boys will 
not wear the regular monkish cloak out- 
side their own clothing, but wili wear | 
ne: st to their bodies a garment cut some 
thing like a chest protector, This will 
be tied with knotted cord. The knots | 
pressing against their skin will be con- 
stant reminders of their mothers’ vows } 
and of how they were saved by St. 
Anthony. 
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of investiture was per- 
formed by Father Anthony Sousa. One 
by one the boys were led before 
shrine, which contained a life-sized fig- 
ure of St. Anthony stretching forth his | 
hands to the Christ Child, before whom 

he knelt. In a niche on the left of the 
shrine was a life-size figure of St. Fran- 

cis, and in a corres; ponding niche on the 

right was a figure of St. Rocco. The 
altar light, which is never allowed to 
go out, shone faintly against a back- 
ground of gold and silver cloth, against 

which were ranged vases of flowers. On 

each side of the altar rail were lighted 

andles, the votive offerings of mem- 

bers of the parish.

Father Rooache told the origin of the 
Franciscan costume, saying: 

‘“*When St. Francis decided ‘to devote 
his life to the poor he was disinherited 
by his wealthy father. Thereupen he 
made up his mind to go forth into the 
world without wearing any of the clothes 
bought with his parent’s money. Ac- 
cordingly he took an ordinary brown 
meal sack, cut off the closed end so that 
he could slip it on over his head, and 
slit holes in the sides for his arms. Then 
he tied it about his body with a white 
cord, St. Francis did not wear a cowl. 
This was added to the costume by those 
of his followers who worked among the 
poor in very cold countries.’’ 

When the ceremony was over each boy 
was clad in the regulation Franciscan 
garb, except that none of them wore 
either rosary or reliquary such as hang 
from the waists of Franciscan monks. 
Although they seemed proud of the cos- 
tume, their round, serious faces also 
showed that they realized why they were 
wearing it. It was expected yesterday 
that a number of little girls would also 
be invested with the costume of St. 
Theresa, but none was on hand for the 
ceremony. 


MORRISTOWN LIBRARY FIRE. 


Valuable Records and 50,000 Books 
Destroyed with Building.

MORRISTOWN, N. J., Feb. 23.—The 
Morristown Free Library, on South 
Street, was destroyed by fire early this 
morning. Most of the 50,000 volumes on 
its list were burned and the others were 
badly damaged. The rooms of the Morris 
Academy, a private day school for boys 
in the same building, were burned out 
also. The school for the past fifteen 
years has been under the supervision of 
Henry W. Landfear. 

The fire started in the basement of 
the building under the library. It was
